Twenty-Seven Amendments to the 
Repeal Bill Introduced. 

It I* the Policy of the < 



Washington. Oct. Bo.— There are 
twenty-aeven amendroenta to the repeal 
bill which haa been introduced In the 
aenate aa "intended to be offered, 
ia not generally believed that a very 
largo percentage of them will be offer- 
ed. Upon thia contingency will depend 
the time of the dlapoaal of the bill after 
the voting ia begun. 

Following ia the full text of the Voor- 
heea bill, which will be aubatituted in 
the aenate for the houae bill: That ao 
much of the act approved July 14. 1890, 
entitled "An act directing the purchase 
of ailver bullion and iaaue of treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes," 
aa directs the secretary of the treasury 
to purchase from time to time silver 
bullion to the aggregate amount of 4.- 
500,000 ounces.or so much thereof as mny 
be offered, in each month at the mar- 
ket price thereof, not exceeding one 
dollar for throe hundred and seventy- 
one and twenty-five one hundredtha 
grains of pure silver, and to issue in 
pay ment for such purchases, treasury 
notes of the Tnited States, lip and the 
same is hereby repealed. And it is here- 
by declared to be the pollc.v of the 
I'nlted States to continue the use of 
both gold. and silver as standard money, 
and to coin both gold tttid silver into 
money of intrinsic exchangeable value, 
such equality to Iv Hecnred through in- 

guards of legislation as will Insure the 
maintenance of the parity iu value of 
the coins of the two metals and the 
equal power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in the payments of 
debts. And it ia hereby further de- 
tUmni th.it the effort* of the govern- 
ment should be steadily directed in the 
establishment of such a safe system of 
bimetallism as will maintain at all 
times the equal power of every dollar 
coined or issued by the United States 
in the markets and in the payment of 
debts.

GOOD BAD DOLLARS. 



Wiikklino, W. Va., Oct SV5.— In re- 
aponso to the snggeatlona made In the 
newspapers some time ago, that silvsr 
dollars of the samp fineness and weight 

as those of the United States govern- 
ment could be made and passed at a 

profit of from 90 to •0'centa on the dol- 
lar, some enterprUing Individual haa 
gone to work and ia now circulating 
them In the state. They wore firat no- 
ticed in Grafton and Elkina 

The dollar waa a little over weight, 
had a perfect ring, felt all right to the 
touch, but waa a little larger in diame- 
ter than the dollar of the government. 
It would not pass through the banker's 
gaugea, and was found to be a little 
inferior In the milling on the edge, 
although the Utter defect was not 
noticeable except to one accustomed 
to such thlnga Since their first 
appearance it is probable that 2,000 
of them have boon passed in 
different parts of thla state, and, 
people here and elsewhere seem willing 
to take them, knowing that they were 
not made in the United States mints. 
There is no clew to the persons who are 
passing them, and they aeem to have 
come in the course of natural trade. 
They have been noticed at many polnta 
recently, and several of them will be 
sent to the treasury department by 
bankers who are not positive of their 
UTound in condemning them .

Wabhisoto.i, Oct 98.— The silver 
fight ii ended. Tuesday settled the 
long and weary struggle. The south- 
ern democrats who were making the 
bitter contest aided by the republicans 
from the silver states, decided thut they 
could not longer stand out, und after a 
conference of an hour or more adjourn- 
ed and announced plainly that they 
would not filibuster any longer, but 
allow unconditional ropeal to come to 
a vote. 

The silver republicans, who have 
been wavering for some days as to 
When to take this very step, have come 
Into line, too, and now it can be stated 
that unconditional repeal will 
voted upon within a few days. The 
silver senators — Jones and Stewart, of 
Nevada— who are now speaking will 
be allowed to finish their speeches. 

About 1 o'clock the southern sena- 
tors came out of their conference with 
rather downcast faces and it was ■ 
apparent that they had not act 
plished much for filibustering in their 
caucus. In fact, it was given out i 
they ha4 decidedly weakened and 
after a day or so longer they wi 
withdraw all opponition and a 
would be allowed. This got out i 
after the southern men came on 
floor. 

After the roVeting of the southern 
senators became known Senator Har- 
rl« sent to one of the repub- 
lican senators and told him that 
the southern democrats had 
termined not to filibuster any 
longer and that they would allow un- 
conditional repeal to be voted upon 
without objection. The acknowledge- 
ment from Harris was a surprise indeed 
and the news of the surrender spread 
like wildfire all over the capltol. This 
decision of the democrats disheartened 
the silver republicans and for the first 
time, Tuesday, they too. outwardly 
show signs of surrender, t<x». The pro- 
gramme now is to let things drift along 
for a day or two and then fix an hour 
for the vote. 

What made the silver democ 
change their opiniop so suddenly? is 
the question now aske.l, and the un- 
iwer is the attitude of the republican's. 
Had not the republicans stood firm for 
unconditional repeal a day or so ago 
the make-shift compromise of (lorman 
and his crowd would have been pushed 
and may have carried.
